Giscard’s Worst 24 Hours as President

IN WORLD TELECOMMUNICATIONS. 
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US. Policy and the Campaign 5 


The campaign for candidacy in the forth- 
eoming presidential election in the United 
States will pass through another test at the 
polling places of Dlinois today. Already, 
however, the rhetorical contest has had an 
effect on U.S. foreign policy—or af least 
προ the way U.S. foreign policy is seen, 
both at home and abroad. 

That image is far from clear-cut. This is, 
Jn large part, due to the fact that the world 
picture is also hazy, and full of contradic- 
tions. For example, President Anwar Sadat 
of Egypt has just called for the abrogation 
of his country's treaty with the Soviet Union. 
pecause, among other reasons, Moscow has 
refused to suppiy. or allow other countries 
under its influence, to supply parts for Soviet 
military equipment in Egypt. This is 2 blow 
to those who have clajmed that the policies 
of President Ford and Mr. Kissinger haye 
been too supportive of the Soviet Union, with 
δι consequent weakening of U.S. position and 
prestige in the world. But at the same time, 
if Egypt wants arms from the United States 
—and it does—will such weapons work 
against Israel? Must the United States 
choose between strengthening Egypt in its 
efforts to be free of its Soviet ties and 
strengthening Israe] in its contest with the 
Arad states? 

* ke 

Since the Ford administration has been 
under fire from old cold warriors and U.S. 
defenders of Israel (Sen. Jackson combines 
both rojes}, the Egyptian situation provides 
an flhustration of the subtlety of choices that 
affect the U.S. electorate. as well as of the 
failure of the customary simple slogans of 
electioneering to meet the real issues in- 
volved. It is easy enough to evoke emotion 
by damning the Soviet Union—or Mao, or 
Castro, or Spanish fascism, or imperialism of 
any brand. When John F. Kennedy ran for 
the presidency, he made much of the “mis- 
sile gap.” At a time when antagonism be- 
tween the United States and the Soviet 
Union was acute, this was effective politics. 
When Kennedy became ‘president, it was 
admitted that the missile gap did not exist— 
but the United States did confront a missile 
erisis over Cuba. 


Mr. Kissinger has asserted that the United 
States should pursue αὶ two-stranded policy 
toward the Soviet Union: “tirmness in the 
face of pressure and the vision to work for 
a better inture.” This ‘makes excellent sense, 
and Mr. Kissinger. who brings deeper per- 
spectives to his office than almost any of 
his predecessors and has shown astonishing: 
ability to apply them to day-to-day diplo- 
macy. is well suited to carry 4 prosram of 
competition without confrontation into 
effect. But it is not easy to put such a pro- 
gram into the blacks-and-whites of political 
campaigning. 

Moreover, the secretary of state is under 
continuous and bitter personal attack from 
those who find his policies too complex. 
And 2 nation which has suffered the over- 
extension and exhaustion of Vietnam 
“direct involvement.” as Mr. Kissinger put 
it. “in remote wars with no clear strategic 
significance’—may prefer to turn to the 
old U.S. custom, dating back to the days 
when the Atlantic and the Pacific were its 
guardians, of uttering moral exhortations 
and condemnations without assuming any. 
responsibility for seeing them put into 
effect. ' 

Congress has shown signs of that trend 
by negative actions: withholding arms from 
Turkey, trade benefits from Venezuela and 
Ecuador, indirect aid to Angolans, ‘perhaps 
military supplies from Egypt. These are 
bits and pietes that make up a lack of for- 
eign policy; they are. and rightly so, re- 
garded as unhappy omens by America’s 
friends. But they are also symptoms of the 
political campaign, evidences of the trath 
that the United States does not have, but 
soon will have, a president chosen by the 
people. And when that election takes place. 
the president will bave—what President 
Ford does not now possess—a mandate to 
exert 2 truly presidential (if, thanks to 
Watergate, a constitutionaily limited) au- 
thority in shaping 2 concrete role for the 
United States in the world, It may or may 
not be the same role that Mr. Ford sees as 
correct. But it will be at least relatively 
free from the special confusions of this elec- 
tion year. 


Make-or-Break Session = 


The 1,200 delegates from 156 nations who 
are meeting in New York at a make-or-break 
session of the third BN Conference on the 
Law of the Sea bear a heavy responsibility. 
Their decisions—or lack of decision—will 
affect not only the 70 per cent of the earth 
that is covered by water but could have far- 
reaching consequences for the future of 
international cooperation in all areas. 

If the conference succeeds in creating 2 
new body of ocean law, with institutions to 
administer it, the way will be cleared for 
orderly exploitation of the wealth of the sea 
and the seabed. As world population con- 
tinues to grow and land-based resources to 
dwindle, mankind will become increasingly 
dependent on these vast food and mineral 
Tesources. 

In addition, success in this most ambli- 
tious and complex international negotiation 
would establish precedents and procedures 
for other international undertakings, breath- 
ing new life into 8 demoralized world organi- 
zation. 

If the delegates fafl during the next two 
months to reach substantial agreement on 2 
comprehensive oceans treaty, however, the 
world faces what Lord Richie Calder has 
predicted will become “the biggest smash 
and grab since the European powers .. .

More needs to be done, however, to insure

nues produced from oil-rich seabed areas 
beyond the 200-mife limit but within the con- 
tinental margins. 

The most contentious issue that remains 
to be settled concerns the nature and powers 
of a new regime to be established for the 
deep seabed. The resolution of this im- 
passe, and of other outstanding questions, 
requires a retreat from ideological rigidities 
that have plagued this conference from the 
beginning, and a recognition by each nation 
that its own long-term Interests will be best 
served by accommodations for the common 
good.

Argentina at the Brink 


A Buenos Aires newspaper says the govern~ 
ment's drastic measures to curb galloping 
fnfiation mark “the end of a way of life in 
Argentina.” Many Argentines are wonder- 
ing whether the emergency program may not 
also bring to an early end the presidency of 
the beleaguered Isabel Martinez de Peron. 

Extreme measures are clearly overdue in 
8 country where the inflation rate reached 
335 per cent for 1975 and the government 
must somehow raise more than $1 billion by 
May to keep foreign creditors at bay. But 
the program projected by Economy Minister 
Emilio Mondelli has had the unusual result 
of provoking strikes by both industrial work- 
ers and national business organizations, both 
G@ngered by a 180-day wage-price freeze. 

The antl-inflation effort clearly puts addi- 
tional pressures on the [465 between Mrs. 
Peron and the trade unions, whose support 
4s essential to her survival in office. That 
relationship had already been severely 


Strained last month when the unions pushed 
through the Peronist party's National Coun- 
cil a demand that the President replace her 
Cabinet. 

Mrs. Peron survived an impeachment drive 
in the Congress two weeks ago, mostly be- 
cause dissidents in her own party saw the 
move as an attack on the whole Peronist 


movement and feared such a drastic action © 


might well support an effort to persuade the 
President to resign. 

So far, Mrs. Peron has rejected all sugges- 
tions that she quit the office into which she 
was catapulted on the death of her husband 
20 months ago. But with terrorist activity 
and economic disintegration continuing un- 
abated and her political base eroding, the 
bewildered and tragic figure in the Casa 
Rosada may be forced very soon to choose 
between resignation under the Constitution 
and overthrow by the armed forces.
